A Boxing Fiasco 


The announcement of the death of Jem 
Roche remindéd me, writes a correspon- 
dent, of the excitement which prevailed 
in Dublin on St. Patrick’s Day, 1908. On 
that morning the interest of all holiday- 
makers was centred in the event due to 
take place in the Theatre Royal that 
night, when Jem Roche, champion of 
Ireland, was to fight Tommy Burns for 
the. championship of the world. Roche 


had a good local record, and had beaten 


some well-known heavy-weights. He. was 
then a man of powerful physique, but on 
the few occasions on which I had seen 
him fight he seemed to be too slow for a 
prospective world champion.  Burns,. 
although not in the same class as Jack 
Johnson; who afterwards defeated him 
easily in Australia, was a clever boxer, 
with plenty of speed and punch. He was 
well aware of his opponent’s weakness, 
and was fortunate enough in the first 
minute of the contest to get in a 
lightning blow, which put the Irishman 
down for. the full count. Most of the 
audience were as-much astonished as the 
defeated pugilist, and an incident occurred 
which was related for a long time after- 
wards. « Great numbers of. people had 
gathered in the streets outside the 
theatre, while for some reason those who 
had secured admission were allowed: to 
retain their tickets The fight was over 
before those who were outside knew it had 
begun, and one individual, with great 
presence of mind, rushed for the door 
directly the count was over. Trembling 


and dishevelled, he almost fell into the 


arms of the’ waiting crowd. ‘It's 
terrible!” he panted; “ terrible! I 
couldn't stand it any longer. Roche is 
murdering him. I'll sell my ticket for 
ten shillings to anyone.’’ The offer was 
instantly accepted: by the first enthusiast 
within reach, and the wily author of the 
transaction slipped quietly away. 


Wild Ducks 


It is quite usual throughout the country- 
side to see the common hen acting foster- 
mother successfully to a brood of. ducks. 
But this vear . witnessed the unusual 
sight of a staid Rhode Island taking entire 
charge of twelve sturdy wild ducklings. 
The eggs from which they were hatched 
were discovered at the entrance of a rabbit 
burrow in the West‘of Ireland, and it is 
believed in the locality that the parent. 
birds hailed from Norway. The plumage 
of these interesting visitors was brown and 
white, the heads a dark green, and the

What 
m pens to the third dabchick is a mystery 
I have not yet solved.. Does he or she 
find a mate in the merry months of 
spring; or is she or he a solitary bird 
who finds a melancholy pleasure in watch- 
ing the domestic happiness of others while 
remaining single? Dabchicks, as far as I 
know, are not polygamous, so that I will 
not s that their morals are at fault. 
A wo ul thing about the dabchick is 
the quickness with which it vanishes 
beneath the water. A lightning-like flick 
of the little feet, mixed with a cross be- 
tween a jump into the air and a somer- 
sault, and the little fellow is down below 
before the drops thrown up by his kicking 
feet have had time to reach the surface of 
the water. Nothing short of a slow 
motion camera will reveal exactly what 
the dabchick’s dive is really like. 


A Question of Palate 


I do not know how much truth there is 
in the rumour that the Government pro- 
pose to insist on an increasing proportion 
of home-grown tobacco being placed in all 
cigarettes and smoking mixtures manufac- 
tured in the Free State, but if such is the 
intention, it is likely to prove highly un- 
popular with cigarette smokers. No 
doubt, certain heroic individuals have 
succeeded in acquiring a taste for Irish- 
grown tobacco, but I do not think that 
people who have been smoking Virginian 
for many years will ever become 
accustomed to the change. Visitors to 
France, where tobacco is a Government 
monopoly, find it impossible to smoke 
French cigarettes, and often find difficulty 
in procuring American tobacco. On the 
other hand, it must be admitted that 
French people seem to appreciate the 
powerful orands which are provided an 
their own country, and which seem to suit 
their palate. When cigarettes manu- 
factured in Ireland reach a similar 
standard of quality, I imagine that most 
men will take to pipes, but it is difficult 
to visualise a change of this kind taking 
place where women smokers are concerned. 


Printers’ Grrors 


There are some classical examples of the 
confusion wrought in a sentence by the 
mistakes known as printers’ errors. One 
of these was printed in a London news- 
paper early in the nineteenth century, and 
announced that Sir Robert Peel, ‘‘ with 
a party of fiends, was shooting peasants 
in Ireland.” After the Battle of Inkerman 
another English newspaper said that 
“ after, a desperate struggle the enemy was 
repulsed with great laughter.” A rather 
conceited politician was infuriated to read 
concerning his flowery speeches that ‘‘ them 
asses believed him,’’ but the words of the 
astronomer, Richard Proctor, gave the 
printers a chance to show what they could 
really do in this line.’ He had written 
‘ Lines, bands and striw in the violet part 
of the spectra.” When this was printed 
it became much more exciting, and told 
of ‘‘Links, bonds and stripes for the 
violent kinds of ‘spectres.”’ 


Solemnizing His Own Marriage 


The validity of marriage ceremonies has 
often been contested in courts of justice, 
but the following case is probably unique 
in this respect. It seems that there is a 
curious law whereby it is allowable for 
a clergyman to conduct the ceremony of 
his own marriage. So it was decided in 
the year 1855, the incident that gave rise 
to the case having been the wedding of 
the Rev. John Beamish, who in that year 
had recently married himself by reading 
the Service himself, and placing the ring 
upon the bride’s finger. The validity of 
the marriage having been called in ques- 
tion, Mr. Justice Cooper Crompton, in 
the Court of Queen’s Bench, Dublin, in 
November, 1855, decided that the reverend 
bridegroom had acted within. the provi- 
sions of the law, and was accordingly

DUBLIN MUSICAL 
RECITAL

The.musical. recitals at. the Royal Dublin 


Society, Ballsbridge, yesterday, were given, by 
‘a trio 


composed of R. J. Forbes (piano), 
Henry Holst (violin), and Carl Fuchs (cello) 
new at these recitals, though Car 
Fuchs, the ’celloist, was well remembered for 
evious appearances in Dublin, notably at the 
eis.

It was quite an interesting programme 
which they set themselves. At the afternoon

BOUNTIES AND QUOTAS 


‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,--I have to thank Mr. Dudley Fletcher 
for-pointing out that in my letter on bounties 
and quotas’ 1 did not go to the root of the 
matter—the non-payment of the land 
annuities: I agree with him as to this being 
the main cause of the present position. At 
the same time the omission by me was not 
accidental. It would have enlarged the scope 
of the letter without any result, as nothing 
that I could say on that subject would induce 
the Government to reverse its entire policy. 
The object of my letter was to draw attention 
to the present chaotic state of the caitle 
trade. At present there is a deadlock, and 
manifestly some further move must be made 
by the Minister for Agriculture. | 

I made some practical suggestions which, 
if adopted, would have given exporters leave 
to buy whatever they liked and butchers 
permission to buy cattle under the fixed 25s. 
per cwt. up to the number of the free 
voucher. if my suggestions were adopted, 
recent cattle markets in Dublin would not 


butchers would have no valid reason for in- 
creasing the price on the public. I made no 
retence to go to the root of the matter. 
he suggestions were merely ‘palliative to 
meet an emergency, They had to do only 
with the quota, and did not apply to the 
British tariffs, as Mr. Dudley Fletcher seems 
to think. 

I always read Mr. Fletcher’s letters with 
pleasure; but in this case he seems to have 
missed the point of mine. He seems also in 
his letter. to make no distinction between 
uotas and tariffs. In reality there is a great 
ifference The present critical ition is 
mainly caused by the. quota. e recent 
‘* Slaughter of Cattle Act” was passed to 
meet the quota. A quota has nothing directly 
to do with the land annuity dispute. As a 
matter of fact, England will receive less 
from the tariffs. by reason of it. The quota, 
however, bears heavily on the Jrish farmer. 
It is the last straw. 

No matter what one may think of the 
free meat scheme—and, personally, I see no 


nothing—it is logically a move in the right 
direction. . It is otherwise as regards the 
bounty. I cannot see any reason for it. 
That is why I say do away with it altogether 
and save £700, a year. Sell the export 
licences, and give exporters complete freedom 
to buy as they like. i 
At the same time, I agree with Mr. 
Dudley Fletcher in thinking that the present 
gg would never have arisen were it not 
or the annuity dispute, and that a favourable 
settlement. could still be made whereby we 
would suffer little from either quotas cr

Manners and Men 
Last night’s exhibition of hooliganism 
at the Savoy Cinema Thpatre in Dublin 
must be a source of grief and shame to. 
every patriotic Irishman. While the film 
of last week’s Royal Wedding was being 
shown, a crowd of excited youths rushed 
into the theatre and made violent demon- 
strations against the film. Their conduct 
was such as to terrify many of the women 
in the large audience. Not only did they 
raise ioud cries of “Down with 
Imperialism '" and the like; they actually 
hurled bottles of ink at the screen while 
the film of the wedding was being 
exhibited, and finally went so far as to 
tear the lower portion of the screen into 
shreds. Several women fainted, and 


people had not behaved with exemplary 
coolness. The film was shown to the end, 
by which time the invaders had decamped, 
and order was restored without difficulty. 
Such displays of blackguardism, from 
whatever motives they may spring, can do 
no good to any cause. They merely tend 
to blacken our country’s fair name 
throughout the civilised world, and to give 
Dublin a reputation for boorishness which 
it certainly does not deserve. We realise 
that the band of young men who made the 
disturbance last night represent nobody 
save themselves; but they may be sure 
that the establishment of the republic 
which their cries seemed to advocate will 
not be hastened by the cultivation of bad 
manners. Nobody expects them to show 
any sympathy, or even any interest, in a 
social event that captured the imagination 
of most of the world last week; but 
common courtesy costs nothing. Nobody 
but a-lunatic could associate the film of 
the Royal Wedding with political propa- 
ganda. It is a brilliant piece of photo- 
graphy, which gives an excellent im- 
pression of the pomp and pageantry of last 
Thursday's ceremony at Westminster 
Abbey; but the most embittered Anglo- 
phobe could find nothing in it to hurt his 
legitimate susceptibilities. We hope that, 
for the sake of Dublin’s dignity, if for no 
other reason, the wedding film will not 
be shown in the city again. The Duke 
and Duchess of Kent cannot be harmed by 
a repetition of last night’s disgraceful 
scenes, but infinite hurt can be done to

faving realised its blunder, 
the Government tried to appeal to the 


was a lamentable failure, which only 
carried discredit. It is a tragic pity that 
the one Government for many years past 
which really has commanded the allegiance 
of an overwhelming majority of British 
citizens should have shaken that allegiance 
by @ single mistake; but in this instance 
the price of loyalty is too great. If, as 
a result of to-day’s vote, the Government 
realises that it has forfeited the support 
of the Conservative Party, it must choose 
one of two courses. Either it must 
resign, and cast Britain’s destiny once 
again into the arena of party politics, or 
it must abandon its scheme of Indian 
reform—in which event its national and 
internatior.al reputation for consistency 
will be shaken so badly that it will lose its 
entire raison d’étre. 

The error, in the second place, was a 
monstrous error of vision. A tiny per- 
centage of terrorists had been handi 
capping British rule in India until a year 
or so before the publication of the White 
Paper, and had been recalled to order by 
the firm rule of the Earl of Willingdon. 
That was no moment for the appearance 
of a scheme which would confer virtually 
all that the terrorists had demanded in 
their most exacting moods; for the instant 
result of such a concession was to inspire 
them to demand still more. Just as to- 
day the great bulk of British opinion is 
dissatisfied with the White Paper scheme 
because it goes too far, so the Indian 
extremists are discontented because, in 
their view, it does not go far enough 
The recent elections for the Indian Legis- 
lative Assembly were contested on the 
main issue of the White Paper, and 
nearly half of the successful candidates 
are Congress members, pledged to oppose 
that document on the ground that it 
fails to satisfy India’s “needs.” Mr.

SAAR MINES 
AGREEMENT 


WHAT GERMANY WILL 
PAY

Perhaps, 
the time has not come for final conclu- 
sions ; but have the Government any tenta- 
tive opinion as to the extent to which the 
economy of this country can continue to 
be built upon export trade and invest- 
ments abroad? If a larger proportion of 
our people must look for a livelihood in 
future to employment in domestic trade 
and services, then the depressed areas must 
be reconstructed to meet the demands of 
domestic, and not foreign, markets, A 
great many of the unemployed may have 
to be taken out of the category of the 
industrially employable.

An important change has been made 
in Soviet trading policy, which may result 
mm a considerable diminution of orders 
placed by the U.S.S.R. in Great Britain. 

In future 1t is mtended, Keuter learns, 
to pay cash on all orders unless the cost 
of credit, facilities is considerably reduced, 
and, in fact, Arcos—the Soviet trading 
concern in London—has for the past fort- 


night been offering cash even on old 
transactions. . 
{n the Russian view the charge for 


credit facilities is too high in relation to 
the existing conditions of the money 
market, and, unless there is a reduction in 
these charges, Russian policy will be to 
use whatever sums are available for pay- 
ment in cash instead of for financing a 
percentage of orders only. 

If, say, £50,000 were available in the 
past it could be used either for cash pur- 
chases up to this total or for financing, 
say, ten per cent. of total purchases 
amounting to £500,000. The adoption of 
the new policy will, therefore, mean a con- 
siderable reduction in purchases from 
Britain, but it will not affect the working 
of the Anglo-Russian trade agreement, 
which is concerned with trade balances 
rather than actual volumes of purchases. 

In the Russian view this new departure 
is a sign of the growing strength of Rus- 
sian economy, which makes possible a 
diminution of imports from England.

Mr. Moore and his co-appellants then 
asked the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council to allow them to proceed with 
their appeal on presenting a private, but 
ae na authenticated, record of the pro- 
ceedings in the Free State Supreme Court. 
The Judicial Committee, however, decided, 
first of all, to dispose of the preliminary 
question whether the Act passed by the 
Irish Free State Parliament 1s valid. It 
was this question that came before the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
yesterday. 

The Committee was comprised of the 


Lord Chancellor, Lord Atkin, Lord 
Tomlin, Lord Macmillan and Lord 
Wright. 


The appellants were represented by Mr. 
Wilfrid Greene, K.C.; Mr. Blanco White 


and Mr. A. C. Newitt (instructed by 
Messrs. Mackrell, Maton, Godlee and 
Guincey). 


- The Attorney-General of the Irish Free 
State, who was cited as respondent to the 
appeal, was not present or represented by 
counsel. The Attorney-General for Great 
Britain (Sir Thomas Inskip, K.C.), accom- 
panied by Mr. Wilfrid Lewis, was present 
to assist the Committee upon any matter 
in regard to which they might desire his 
assistance. 


IRISH COURT’S DECISION 


Mr. Greene explained the circumstances 
in regard to the fishery rights which led 
up to the present position. The appellants 
and their predecessors in title, he said, 

rights going back for 300 years, 
but the Supreme Court of the Irish Free 
State, by a majority of two to one, de- 
cided that no private right to fisheries in 
tidal waters existed in 1189 under the law 
then in force, and that, therefore, the 
appellants possessed no private rights. 
The appellants, on the other hand, relied 
on undisturbed possession of the rights for 
many centuries, and recognition of those 
rights by Acts of Parliament. 

On August 9th, 1933, a bill was intro- 
duced in the Irish Free State Parliament 
entitled “ An Act so to amend Article 66 
of the Constitution as to terminate the 
right of appeal to His Majesty in 
Council.” On September 29th, 1933, the 
appellants presented their petition for 
special leave to appeal to His Majesty 
in Council, and on October 9th, 1933, 
their lordships granted leave. . Then on 
October 3Slst, 1933, an amendment was 
moved to the Right of Appeal Act ex- 
tending its operation to pending appeals. 

The Act so amended was assented to by 
the Governor-General on behalf of His 
Majesty, and was known as ‘‘ The Con- 
stitution (Amendment No. 22) Act, 1933.”’ 
Five days before this was done an Order 
in Council was made granting the 
appellants special leave to appeal. 


THE AMENDMENT 


The Amendment No. 22 Act altered the 
Constitution of the Irish Free State by 
omitting the following proviso: 

** Nothing in this Constitution shall 
impair the right of any person to 
petition His Majesty for special leave 


His Majesty in Council, or the right 
of His Majesty to grant such leave.’’ 
And substituting the following: 

‘And no appeal shall lie from a 
decision of the Supreme Court or of 
any other Court in the Irish Free 
State to His Majesty in Council, and 
it. shall not be lawfyl for any person 
to petition His Majesty for leave to 
bring any such appeal.’’ 


IMPORTANT ISSUES 


The matter, Mr. Greene said, raised 
issues of very great importance in regard 
to what was known as the Irish Treaty, 
the competence of the Legislature of 
Ireland to legislate in a way inconsistent 
with the Treaty, and the question whether 
they had power to affect the Royal pre- 
rogative so as to diminish it. 

aving sketched the origin of the Irish 
Free State Constitution and the events 
under which it came about, Mr. Greene 
read the Articles of the Treaty between 
Great Britain and Ireland. The Treaty 
gave Ireland the same constitutional 
status in the community of nations known 
as the British Empire as the Dominion 
of Canada, the Commonwealth of 
Australia, the Dominion of New Zealand, 
and the Union of South Africa, with a 
Parliament having powers to make laws 
for the peace, order, and good government 
of Ireland.

The Third Dail passed the Constitution 
of the Irish Free State Act, 1922, statin 
that the Constitution should be construe 
with reference to the articles of the Treaty 
between Great Britain and Ireland, and 
that if any amendment of the Constitution 
or of any law made under it was in any 
respect repugnant to any provisions of the 
Treaty it should, to the extent of such 
repugnancy, ba void and inoperative. The 
Irish Free. State Constitution Act, 1922, 
passed by the United Kingdom Parlia- 
ment, contained the following :— : 
Nothing in the said Constitution 
shall he construed as prejudicing the 
power \of Parliament to make laws 
affecting the Irish Free State in any 
case where, in accordance with con- 
stitutional practice, Parliament would 
make laws affecting other self-govern- 
ing Dominions.’’ 


FREE STATE’S POWERS 

Mr. Greene said Article 66 of the Con- 
stitution recognised the right of appeal to 
the King in Council, and Article 50 stated 
that amendments of the Constitution 
within the terms of the Treaty might 
be made by the Irish Free State Parlia- 
ment, but after the expiration of eight 
years no such amendment should become 
law unless it had been submitted to-a 
referendum of the people and approved by 
a majority of the voters. The eight years 
expired on December 6th, 1930. 

Mr. Greene submitted that these Acts 
clearly showed that the Irish Parliament 
had no power to legislate in contravention 
of the Treaty of 1921, that it had only a 
restricted power of amending the Consti- 
tution within eight years, and, thereafter. 
subject to a referendum, and that ar7 
legislation in excess of the powers con- 
ferred was void and inoperative. In May, 
1929, the Free State Parliament purported 
to. amcnd ths Constitution Act by extend- 
ing the period within which amendments 
of the Constitutioh might be made with- 
out submission to a referendum from eight 
years to sixteen years. This was never 
submitted to a referendum or otherwise 
to the people, and he contended that 6 
was not competent for the Free State 
Parliament to make such an amendment 
of the Constitution. 


STATUTE OF WESTMINSTER 

Dealing with the passing of the Statute 
of Westminster, 1931, Mr. Greene sub- 
mitted that it did not confer upon the 
Parliamént of the Irish Free State any 
power to pass any legislation in deroga- 
tion of the Royal prerogative or the 
rights of the Crown, and that it still left 
the Irish Parliament subject to the pro- 


and the Constitution. 

In May,.1933, the Irish Free State Par- 
liament purported to pass an Act remov- 
ing from the Constitution the Oath of Alle- 
giance to His Majesty, and Mr. Greene 
submitted that this also was outside the 
powers of the Irish Free State Parliament, 
because 1t was repugnant to the Treaty, 
and was never submitted to a referendum 
of the people. It was, therefore, void, and 
of no effect. Before November 2, 1933, the 
Irish Free State Parliament also pur- 
ported to amend the Constitution by 
deleting the provision as to the withhold- 
ing of assent to bills by the representa- 
tive of the Crown, and as to the reserva- 
tion of bills for the signification of the 
King’s pleasure. 

This also, said Mr. Greene, was in- 
operative and void, because it purported to 
deprive the Governor-General of the right 
to withhold the Royal assent or to reserve 
a bill for the King’s pleasure; because it 
was an unlawful derogation from the pre- 
rogative of the Crown, and was in viola- 
tion of the Treaty, the constituent Act and 
the Constitution. 


THE TWO VIEWS 


The constitutional position, as we should 
look at it m England, said Mr. Greene, 
is that the Irish Free State derives its 
legal force and validity from an imperial 
Act, whereas in the Free State in Ireland 
they regard the legal force and validity 
of the Constitution as derived from enact- 
ments of the Dail. The Constitution Act 
of the Third Dail is there regarded as a 
competent piece of legislation, passed by a 
competent body which was then represent- 
ing the people of Southern Ireland. 

Mr. Greene contended that the legal 
competence of the Irish Constitution flowed 
from an Act of the Imperial Parliament 
passed in 1922, and that the Constitution 
enacted by that imperial Act was, so to 
speak, the charter of the Irish Free State 
Legislature, beyond which it could not go, 
The amendment of the Constitution, pure 
porting to deprive the King’s representa- 
tive of the right to withhold consent to 
bills, was taken from part of the Consti- 
tutional Law of the Dominion of Canada.

THE OATH OF ALLEGIANCE 


The Imperial Legislature gave effect to 
the Treaty not merely as legislation having 
the force of law in Ireland. It went far 
beyond that. The Oath of Allegiage? 
brought. nto ‘prominence the ‘Imperial 
aspect of the position. . The obligations: in 
regard to. the Oath of Allegiance were in- 
corporated im Article’ 17 of the Constitu- 
tion,-and It was quite clear that before 
the Statute of Westminster the- Legisla- 
ture of the Irish Free State had no power 
to amend the Constitution by abolishing 
the Oath of Allegiance, because the aboh- 
tion Of the Oath was repugnant to the 
Treaty. . There was no express provision 
in the Treaty with regard to withholding 
the Royal assent to a bill, but it was 
expressiy provided for by Article 41 oi 
the Constitution. 

The Treaty provided that the position 
of the Irish Free State should be similar 
to that of Canada, and, therefore, before 
the Statute of Westminster it would have 
been competent for the Irish Free State 
Legislature to destroy the Royal power 
of withholding assent to a bill. Similarly, 
there was no express reference in the 
Treaty relating to appeals to His Majesty 
in Council, but that right was saved by 
Article 66 of the Constitution. To abolish 
the right of appeal to His Majesty in 
Council would be contrary to the con- 


“stitutional precedent of the Dominion of 


Canada, from the Courts. of which 
Dominion there was an appeal to His 
Majesty in Council. Apart from that, 
it was incompetent for the Irish Parlia- 
ment to take away such a right of appeal, 
because it derogated from His Majesty’s 
prerogative. 


PREROGATIVE OF MERCY 


Lord Atkin asked if His Majesty's 
prerogative of mercy could not be trans- 
ferred to a Minister of the Irish Free 
State. 

Mr, Greene—The power to alter the 
Royal prerogative is not to be found in 
an Act of Parliament, except by express 
words or the clearest tguplisetion but 
certain aspects of the prerogative, such as 
the one your lordship referred to with 
regard to criminal jurisdiction, might be 
transferred, but I do not concede that. the 
Constitution gives any power to affect the 
Royal prerogative.. The power to legislate 
for peace, order and good government in 
Treland must be read as a power to legis- 
late consistent with the Treaty. 


The hearing was adjourned till to- 
morrow.

There were many reasons why theré should 
have been such a tine audience in the Gaiety 
Theatre last night for the opening night of 
the Rathmines and Rathgar Musical Society’s 
presentation of ' Florodora.””

There is plenty of work for the smaller parts 
and chorus—so that, taken all in all, it was 
just the kind of thing for an amateur society. 

Not that the production can be written 
down as ‘‘amateurish’’—the standard is far 
above that, and, indeed, would do credit to 
many a first-class professional company... On 
the purely technical side, setting, lighting, 
dressing, and soforth, are as perfect as could 
be—both settings, that on the island of Floro- 
dora, and the second of “' Abercoed Castle,” 
are very realistic.

R. GERALD SHERLOCK (City 
Manager) informed the Dublin Cor- 
poration at its meeting last night 

that they had lodged a request through the 
Local Government Department for a grant 
from the sweepstakes for a new sanatorium.

The 
erection of an up-to-date sanatorium was 
necessary, and would have to be undertaken 
shortly, but any attempt to reconstruct or 
remodel Crooksling would be a waste of 
money: 

The City Manager said that a report had 
been made as to the extension of the accom- 
modation at Crooksling by putting up two 
storey buildings, and the question of an 
alternative site was not present before the 
Local Government Devartment. Medical men 
were satisfied that there was strong om geo 
to Crooksling from the climatic point of view. 
As for its distance from the city, they seemed 
to think it would be better if it were twice 
as far away, A further conference was being 
held by the Department and a decision would 
he given by them as to whether Crooksling 
should be retained or abandoned. 


RELIEF WORKS IN THE CITY 

Mr. Martin O'Sullivan raised the question 
of relief works, and asked. the City Manager 
if he had any reply from the Local Govern- 
ment Department. as to when the grant for 
relief works would be given. 

The City Manager said that he had been 
in touch with the Department and received 
a reply that morning stating that the Depart- 
ment would not be able to communicate the 
amount until Wednesday. 

Mr. Sullivan said that the Corporation, re- 
presenting all classes of the community, had

TENEMENT RENTS 

Mr. J. J, Byrne movéd a resolution urging 
the immediate introduction of legislation by 
the Government to ensure the payment of 
fair rents by roomkeepers in tenement houses, 
tenants—overcharged by sub-letting—iu other 
dwelling-houses, and terants of business pre- 
mises. He said that, although there was no 
protection for tenants according to the law, 
town tenants were being charg*d exhorbitant 
rents throughout the City of Dublin. 

The law was being evaded in a scandalous 
manner by property-owners generally in the 
city. From two letters that had been re- 
ceived from the Ministers for Local Govern- 
ment and Justice there appeared to be a re- 
luctance to add to the measure of protection 
which town tenants already enjoyed. Surely, 
it would not be too difficult a thing to make 
a provision "et var si penalties on landlords 
charging exhorbitant rents, and to give liberty 
to tenants to approach a Civic Guard station 
or other appointed place ana find out whether 
the rents they are being charged are too high. 

Mr. R. Briscoe, T.D., seconded, and said 
that the difficulty of the tenement dweller to 
get any redress from a landlord overcharging 
him was to prove what the reasonable rent 
was. ‘The Corporation should find a way to

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THREE GREAT BONDS OF 
UNION .

\NEW..YORK, Monday, 


A N appeal for co-operation between the 
United-States and Great Britain, on 
which the hope of the future depended, was 
made by Mr. John Buchan, speaking as 
uest of honour at a dinner of the Pilgrims’ 
iety of the United States to-day. . 
““ Co-operation requires understanding 
between the two peoples,’’ he said. “ At 
present there are more Americans who 


understand Britain. than vice versa. 
Understanding musi be not only of the 
head but of the heart. 


“ Too. much has been talked of the 
similarity between England and America. 
The best understanding comes between 
nations which. are not too similar, but 
which understand and respect each other’s 
idiosyn¢rasies, Nevertheless, we still have 
three great bonds of union which should 
make co-operation easy. 

é Firstly, in a crisis we have the same 
power of facing facts, No being on earth is 
so formidable’. as an Englishman or 


‘American ‘who rids himself of ‘fine clothes 


and stands. up in his shirt. | 

“ Secondly, at the back of our heads we 
have the same creed. In a world in which 
disintegration is the fashion we have the 
courage to believe in construction. 


JOINT PROBLEM 


“ Thirdly, we have the same problems to 
face. ‘We both have great assets to which 
we do not wish to add in bulk, but which 
we wish to organise in the interests of 
civilised life. Our joint problem is to 
produce quality out of quantity, and to 
vindicate the spirit of man against the 
dead weight of circumstance.”’ 

Mr. Buchan was introduced by Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, President of 
Columbia University, who emphasised the 
importance of the English-speaking peoples 
keeping their poise and courage in the 
present dangerous conditions. 

‘To-day the motto of the English- 
speaking peoples must be ‘ Steady,’ ' he 
declared. He urged the Governments of 
the British Commonwealth and of the 
United States to reaffirm the obligation 
under the Peace of Paris—the Kellogg 
Pact—to renounce war as an instrument 
of national policy. 

“Let, that be done and confidence will 
quickly be restored. International trade 
will begin to be rebuilt, and the problem 
of disarmament will solve itself in due 
time.” 


MR. HULL’S SUPPORT 


The United States wants co-operation 
with Great Britain, declared Mr. Cordell 
Hull, the Secretary of State, at Washing- 
ton to-day. | 

The Untied States, he explained, sought 
whole-hearted, practical co-operation with 
Britain and many other nations.in order 
to sweep aside obstructions in the path of 
international. finance and trade.

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8,000 HOMELESS IN’ 
) AUSTRALIA 


Arc oo is raging over the 
Northern Luzon Provinces, the sixth 
in two months, says a Reuter message 
from Manila, Philippines. | 
Meanwhile belated reports of the Sines 
on Thursday last gave a death-roll of 28, 
with 70 missing. : 

The motor ship Lindberg (156 tons) 
sank off Abulog, Cagayan Province, 
Northern Luzon. Five of the crew were 
swept into the sea, but it is not yet known 
whether they have been drowned. 

The flood waters of the Yarra streams, 
says a Melbourne message, are ing, 
after taking a toll of twenty lives and 
rendering 5,000 people homeless. 

As the submerged land re-appears, the 
extent of the damage—already estimated 
at more than £1,000, is being revealed. 

The floods are expected to continue for 
several days. State aid is being given to 
3,000 families. 

Gippsland is in a state of devastation, 
and food is being dropped from aeroplanes 
to the population. e appeal for relief 
funds is meeting with a ready response. 
A Federal grant of £10,000 has been made 
to homeless persons at Kooweerup. 

Further wreckage has been washed up

LOSSES DELAY

HE Ulster Curers’ Association to-night 

T issued a vigorous protest against the 

new icultural Marketmg (Pig 

Indus Bill, which was read a second. time 
in the Northern Parliament last week. 

At the meeting of the Association to-day, 
under thé chairmanship*of Mr. R. N. Boyd 
(vice-president), the statement was authorised 
to be issued. It contained the following :— 

“ The a! and bacon marketing schemes 


never could have,been carried out without the 
conséut au assistance of the curers, and the 
scheme which grauted a measure of self- 
government. to the curers is now bein 
removed by the new bill. On September 
1933, the curers unanimously voted in favour 
of a minimum price, and this was the basis on 
which they accepted the scheme. 

in the early stages curers did what they 
considered to be their duty in support of the 
scheme, and, at tremendous financial 
sacrifices, before any Government indemnity 
against losses was ever suggested, cleared 
many markets at the niinimum price, but as 
the bacon market, both as to quantity .and 
price, had become totally demoralised, there 
came a point where the curers were compelled 
to advertise that temporarily they would not 
attend any more markets. 

“ The Pigs Board informed the curers that 
they were entering into negotiations for the 
establishment of a Wiltshire factory, and it 
was. ascertained that they (the Pigs Board) 
were prepared to back such a proposition with 
cash or guarantee; and with representation 
on the directorate. This the curers regarded 
as an encroachment upon their rights, and a 
mischievous form of indirectly State-aided 
competition. 


PROPOSED BOARD 


“Tt is quite true that representations were 
made to the Minister regarding the establish- 
ment of a pig industry development board 
for Great Britain and Nortiiern Ireland, 

licabf to the entire pig industry, as 
visualised by the Lane-Fox report, but not 
4 council such as is quggested by the bill. 
Such a board would be in all respects much 
Letter than the council now suggested. 

‘During the early months of the scheme 
the position from the curers’ point of view was 
impossible, and following the precedent estab- 
lished in Great Britain, the Ministry offered 
in October 1933, to indemnify curers against 
losses sustained by them. The period was 
subsequently mended by agreement, and the 
amount was agreed between the two Boards, 
and it. was reasonable to expect that when 
the necessary legislation was passed the 
amount of the agreed losses would be paid 
over without delay. 


“THE ALLEGED CRIME” 


“Unfortunately delay took place, for which 
the curers were not to blame, Certain curers. 
becoming exasperated by the delay, withheld 
payment of the levies which had been col- 
lected by them for the Pigs Board, and placed 
same in a suspense account outside their con- 
trol: pending payment of the indemnity,

are to be penalised by having their whole 
measure of self-government removed, their 
true offence being their refusal to be deprived 
of the control of their own business, and to 
submit to the dictation of men of no practical 
experience, which must, in our opinion, in-

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 
-. STATEMENT 


Tho. Attorney-General (Mr.  Babmgton, 
K.C.) said that the case would not give the 
jury much trouble, The piaimti? was for- 
merly the wife of the defendant, from whom 
she was‘ divorced im that Court in 1952, the 
decree being followed up by an Act in the 
Northern Parliament in 1935. The petition 
for divorce was issued on October 20, 1952, 
and along with it was the usual affidavit by 
the petition, that there was no collusion be- 
tween her and the respondent, the present 
deferdant. An answer denying the alleg.- 
{ions was put in, and the suit came up before 
his fordship on December 16, 1952, and a 
divorce a mensa et thoro was granted. 

It was admitted that there was uo defence, 
save collusion, and he contended that such a 
defence’ was invalid, and the defendart was 
estopped from pleading it. Accordingly, he 
asked for judgment for the amount claimed. 
Mr. Serjeant Sullivan said that there was 
extraordinary confusion of thought in his 
friend’s argument. The Courts on the other 
side of the Channel were unpleasantly familiar 
with that defence, and when such cases were 
brought to light, the Courts were pretty 
anxious that the parties and the public should 
know that these were illegal agreements. 


THE JUDGMENT 

After hearing the arguments, the Lord 
Chief Justice said that what happened in the 
case was that when the petitioner brought 
her divorce proceedings she swore there was 
no collusion, and the proceedings were not 
defended by the husband. After the decree 
the husband entered into an agreement, 
horiourably enough, to provide for the main- 
tenance of his wife and little daughter. There 
was no question that the amount claimed was 
due, if anything was due. Two days after 
the Act of Parliament the defendant married 
the lady with whom he had compromised 
himself. j 

In His Lordship’s opinion. the defendant 
was not allowed to raise the defence now 
pleaded. He thought that no Court with 
any regard to public policy or ordinary fair 
dealing between man and man would allow 
that pleading to be heard. He directed that 
the defence failed, and he directed the jury to 
give judgment for the amount claimed. . 

The Lord Chief Justice granted a stay until 
the first day of next sittings, on terms that 
the defendant brought £251 into court within 
a fortnight. td

PRIVATE OWNERSHIP 


OF LAND, 
a sssss" 


' @ R. ERSKINE CHILDERS delivered an 
M address to the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday, the subject of which was 
‘* A Revolution in Taxation,’’ which, he said, 
would go some distance towards creating a 
higher standard of living and more security 
for the average man. Virtually every man 
listening to him, he said, must feel acutely 
the sense of struggle against almost hopeless 
odds to pay State taxes and rates, and make 
ends meet. The fundamental factor in all 
promotion of industry or agriculture is the 
application of labour to land. The owners of 
land obtain the highest rent they can—a long 
accepted economic axiom. hat happens 
when a factory is started and housing schemes 
are initiated in a town such, for example, as 
Thurles ? The owners, the landlords who have 
been paying agricultural rates on land, make 
huge profits on the sale of land to the muni- 
cipality or to the factory. The price of Ar sá 
is forever artificially raised by the contribu- 
tion of the landlord. The workers pay rent, 
including the interest on the landlord’s profit 
and their purchasing power is reduced. Be- 
cause they have little or no alternative choice 
of places to live in their wages are not the 
wages of free men, but of men forced to 
accept labour in one place. 


MONEY FOR NOTHING 


The landlords then, or rather the owners 
who have done nothing to create goods for 
consumption, make profit on what has been 
done by the community. The municipality 
pays the landlord for having produced sugar, 
which he has not produced, for providing 
‘buses on certain streets, which he has not 
created, for having erected a theatre which 
he has not erected, and then it is carefully 
arranged to tax the whole community on the 
improvements on this land. 

Taxes are levied on everything that has 
been done to enhance the value of the 
original land. For instance, a piece of land 
in Dublin has two values. It has site value, 
its potential worth to the buyer irrespective 
of what use is made of it. This value is due 
to position, to the number of people — 
in the district, to natural resources, etc. Anc 
then it has the value of crops, or of build- 
ings, and of machinery. A piece of land in 
Corporation street has huge site value, and 
the improvement value consists of the rotten 
and disgraceful slum built on it. 


AN. ANOMALY 


The other day Dublin Corporation passed 
unanimously a vote calling on the Govern- 
ment to-tax ground rents. Why? Because 
in paying the landlord the site value in full 
the cost is so great that it is quite impossible 
to let houses at a reasonable rent. Then, 
again, consider the anomaly in Ireland that 
agricultural land has not been revalued since 
1840: that ever since the recent revaluation 
Dublin has enormously increased in value and 
that ground rents, the most obnoxious form 
of land value, have been calculated to equal 
the annuities. Much of this money is spent 
abroad or on luxuries. It is not spread 
evenly among the population. The poorer 


| the people the more they pay in rent, and 


this is really the greatest evil of land 
monepoly. 


RIGHT TO OWNERSHIP 


If there are human rights in this world, 
one is that every man should own some por- 
tion of the earth’s surface; the other that 
a man’s labour should be free in choice. But 
in Ireland. as in England, the poorer you 
are the more in proportion you pay for the 
privilege of occupying a small portion of the 
earth’s surface. This is neither Christian, 
nor Catholic. nor Protestant, nor humane. 
Everywhere in the world human initiative is 
being supplanted by State initiative, and 
every country faces, sooner or later, the poss!- 
bility of social revolution, in which the State 
will not only initiate, but also confiscate. 
Against revolution there is one bulwark. 
Give a man his own house and land, and 
leave him to improve his land without taxa- 
tion, but tax him on the value of his land 
to the community, 


TAX SITE VALUES 


The revolution in taxation would be— 
take off taxes on improvements, on houses 
and factories, and levy a joint contri- 
bution upon site values. The land of a 
country belongs of right to all the people of 
that country. Private ownership of land 
has no more inherent right than private 
ownership oF sunlight, 7 

This philosophy of social justice achieves 
two great purposes, which forever ban Com- 
munism as a possible attraction to the com- 
munity. It offers absolutely equal oppor- 
tunity to all men, because they are not in 
any “Why coerced by land monopoly, and it 
ensures to every man the personal inviol- 
ability of the means of his livelihood and his 
own home. It maintains the capitalist 
system, but gives every man the most com- 
pleve right to become a capitalist, since there 
are no land monopolists to deprive him of 
that right. lt prevents absolutely land 
speculation in any form, and with it all other 
forms of speculation. It prevents absolutely 
chaotic rises and falls in price levels. Of 
course, the State does not have to demand 
the full rent of site values; but, whether it 
be a 25 per cent. tax or a 10 per cent. tax, 
to that extent land monopoly is eliminated. 


GRADUAL APPLICATION 


Mr. Childers, in conclusion, said that he 
did not believe in plunging into this new 
system of taxation; he believed in applyin 
it ever so gradually, as it is being saute al 
over the civilised world. He believed in begin- 
ning with a small tax on urban and extra- 
urban-land values, as was a to by the 
Liberal-Labour Government in England, just 
enough to prevent speculation and ribbon de- 
velopment—taxes to be remitted on houses 
and improvements.

In any event, said the speaker, let us 
begin hy putting into effect the Dublin Cor- 
poration’s own suggestion. Let us end the 
scundal of paying £1,200 an acre for slum- 
built real estate in Mercer street, and £212 
an acre for land on which the owner has
